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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Spainer (US 
4,829,601). 

In regard to claim 1 , Spainer teaches a bib garment (22) that is capable of 
keeping the neck area of a user warm. The bib (22) comprises an elongated cylindrical 
sleeve portion (33, 32, 31) having an exterior face (7, 15, 18) and an upper rim (31). 
The exterior face having indicia (7, 8, 15) suggesting the appearance of a character, the 
character having eyes and facial features below the eyes (15, 18, 13). The indicia of the 
character comprising facial features below the eyes and being portioned on the exterior 
face of the sleeve, below the upper rim (31 ). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Patagonia (Synchilla neck gaiter). 
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In regard to claim 1 , Patagonia provides a neck warmer having an elongated 
cylindrical sleeve portion having an exterior face and an upper rim. The exterior face 
having indicia just below the upper rim (Synchilla Neck Gaiter: Saltillo: Driftwood). 

However, Patagonia fails to teach the indicia being that of a character's facial 
features. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have 
provided the indicia taking any form on the exterior face of the neck warmer, since 
indicia is a well known means to decorate and provide aesthetic appeal to garment 
articles. However, the indicia does not effect the utility or the structure of the neck 
warmer and therefore no matter what indicia is used on the exterior face the neck 
warmer still functions in the same manner. Therefore it would have been obvious to 
have provided the neck warmer having any indicia being that of facial features or an 
abstract design as long as the neck warmer is an elongated cylindrical sleeve to fit 
around the neck of the user. 

In regard to claim 2, Patagonia teaches the sleeve portion formed of a fleece 
material (see Synchilla neck gaiter description).

applicant's disclosure. Abramoff et al., Eschenbach, Herzberg, Daly, Martin, Koester, 
Denbow et al., King et al., Brennan, Gattamorta, Craddock, Yeh, Samelian, Kim and 
Whitfield are all cited to show closely related garment articles.
